Jury Reviews Mining Conditions,

Nearly 500 Owners and Drivers Called

New York, Dec. 1—Nearly 500 automobile 
drivers, both professional chauffeurs and 
owners of cars, came to police courts today 
in response to summonses handed to them 
yesterday in a crusade by the city authori- 
ties against speeding in the streets.

Funds for Panama Canal. 

Although the Panama canal probably will 
be in operation long before the close of the 
fiscal year of 1915, the war department es- 
timates that $26,326,985 must be appropriated 
for the canal that year, which is about $5,000,- 
000 more than the current appropriation. 

According to the estimates the number of 
employés in the organization through the 1914 
fiscal year was 22,000, while in the fiscal 
year of 1915 the number will be about 18,700. 

The organization on the isthmus and in 
Washington two years ago cost a little 
more than $12,000,000 and with 3,300 em- 
ployés off the rolls this sum will be reduced 
to about $9,800,000. 

For miscellaneous material for the canal 
$10,459,000 is asked, and $2,551,830 is wanted 
for fortifications. Of the appropriation for 
fortifications $1,268,580 is to be spent for 
army quarters to provide accommodations 
in all for ten companies of coast artillery 
and $780,825 is for installation of ten six 
inch guns, seven fourteen inch guns, and 
twenty-eight.twelve inch mortars. 


Salaries for Special Attorneys. 
One of the most interesting items in the 
long list of estimates is that of $475,500 for 
» salaries and expenses of special attorneys, 
examiners, and agents of the bureau of cor- 
porations, an increase of $300,000 over last 
year. Ina note accompanying the request

Lenders to La Salle Street Broker 
Ask Bankruptcy Rehearing 


SEEK FOR HIDDEN ASSETS. 


Investigation of Disappearance of Pre- 
cious Stones Now On. 


Creditors of Francis G. Porter, bankrupt La 
Salle street broker, yesterday demanded that 
the bankruptcy hearing be reopened with a 
view to discovering alleged hidden: assets. 
The creditors were greatly interested in the 
mystery of the jewels which disappeared 
last week from the desk of T. J. Hyman. 
secretary of the Illinois Steel company, Por- 
ter’s father-in-law. 

Attorney Herman Frank, representing 
clients with clainis against Porter totaling 
$100,000, announced that he is making an 
investigation of the jewel mystery. He said 
he will ask for 4 subpcena for Porter and 
probably put him on the witness stand to- 
motrow before Frank L. Wean, referee in 
bankruptcy. 


Jewels Valued at $47,000. 

The missing gems, valued at $47,000, 
were the property, it is asserted, of Mrs. 
Porter, daughter of Mr. Hyman. Porter’s 
liabilities were placed at $225,000. During the 
bankruptcy proceedings it was disclosed that 
Mr. Hyman held demand notes for $26,500 
against his son-in-law. | 

Porter is said to have given the jewels into 
the custody of his father-in-law pending the 
windup of the receivership proceedings and 
the sale of his property at Deerfield, III., in- 
cluding his kennel of airedales, for the ben- 
efit of creditors. 


Hyman Says He Owns Gems, 

Mr. Hyman, when he reported the disap- 
pearance of the jewels, told the police the 
valuables belonged to him. Both Hyman and 
Porter refuse to discuss the subject with re- 
porters. The police and the detectives of the 
Illinois Steel company have clamped the lid 
on the investigation. They say the jewels 
will turn up all right in a few days.”

THE TWO NIAGARAS. | 
MALLPOX was imported into Nla- 
gara Falls, N. ., on April 5, 1912. 
There is no compulsory vaccination 
ordinance in that town. There isa 


ment extant. The percentage of unvac- 
cinated people among their pypulacion is 
above the average. 

There are two methods of controlling 
smallpox—isolation and vaccination. Nia- 
gara Falls officially depends on isolation 
alone. The vaccination done is on individual 
initiative. 

Let us see if Niagara Falls, N. T., bas 
shown efficiency in handling smallpox. The 


| records of the New York state health de- 


partment show that cases of emalipox have 
been reported from Niagara Falls each 
month since April, 1912. 

The highest number of cases was elghteen 
ii February, 1913, the lowest, one, in 
Octobef, 1912. The total number of cases 
up to Nov. 8 was 143. The state record 
shows 132 cases up to Oct. 1; and the gov- 
ernment record for three weeks lu October 
and one in November shows eleven ad- 
ditional cases. 

It will be noticed that the epidemic bas 
kept up straight through two hot sea- 
sons. ‘Smallpox disappears in hot weather

As Niagara Falls, N. Y., has only 89,000 
inhabitants, we get a better idea hy saying 
that had Chicago had the samerate, it would 
have meant 14,000 cases, but in order to 
form an intelligent judgment it is advisable 
to have a city for comparison. 

Immediately across the river from 
Niagara Falls, N. X., is that other summer 
resort, Niagara Falls, Ont. Smallpox was 
imported into this city in February, 1913. 
It developed in the Tremble house, near the 
M. ©. depot. At first they tried isolation 
and vaccination by moral suasion: The city 
council! voted down a compulsory vaccin- 
ation ordinance. 

The provincial board of health made its 
arrangements to quarantine all Canada 
against Niagara Falls, Ont., whereupon 
the city general council voted the proclama- 
tion for vaccination. Seventy-five per cent 
obeyed the proclamation. The schoo! chil- 
dren were vaccinated. The epidemic was 
speedily stopped. By May, Niagara Falls, 
Ont., was free from the disease. In all they 
had had forty-five cases. 

In one town the epidemic lasted three 
months in all. About one month after vac- 
cination got under way in earnest the epi- 
demic was broken. In the other town the 
epidemic is now in its twentieth month and 
still hangs on. They will either change 
their method or the disease will hang on 
through the winter.

LTHOUGH there is but one sovereign 
in England, Scotiand, and Wales, yet 
there are a number of sovereigns in 
Ireland; that is to say, personages 
emtitied to official designation as such. 

Few people outside of Ireland are aware 
that from time immemorial the principal 
municipal dignitary of each of several Irish 
cities and towns has been legally entitled to 
the style of sovereign. That, too, for. the 
in 
granting ‘a charter to the town of Wexford, 
ordered that the governing body should con- 


‘gist of the sovereign, or chief magistrate, 


and twelve burgesses, the sovereign who 
was elected ruler being an from the 
burgesses.“ 

The charter whieh Edward I granted 

The 
burgesses and commons of the town afore- 
said, their heirs and successors, full power 
to choose from among themselves one honest 
man, a burgess of the same town, as sover- 
eign of the town; and he shall take the oath 
in the same manner and form as in all our 
sovereigna within our land of Ireland.” 

— 

In 1807 Edward II. sent a mandate to the 
“sovereign and balliffs of Ross, in County 
Wexford, to take charge cf ali the goods and 
chattels of the Brothers templars in that 
district in connection with the general sup- 
pression of the order and the confiscation 
of their property, which was then carried out 
by the kings of England and France in con- 
cert. 

In 1875 general instructions for the regu- 
lation of the excise duties were sent by King 
Edward III. to the sovereigns’’ of the 
towns of Kilkenny, Thomastown, and Ross; 
and when Cromwell was in the south of Tre- 
lend in 1649 he made his headquarters in 
the house of Francis Dormer, “ sovereign 
of Ross.“ 

The Morn! ng Advertives of Dec. 20. 1781, 
contains among other news from Ireland ar 
official announcement from Kinsale to the 
effect that Henry Massy, Esq., our scyer- 
eign, has appointed Mr. Charles Newman, 
apothecary, to be the chamberlain of this 
corporation ‘in place of Hawley Dennis, de- 
ceased ; and John O’ Keefe, the actor, in his 
‘* Recollections,’ which appeared in the early 
portion of the-reign of Queen Victoria, de- 
scribes his presentation of a letter to the 
sovereign —that is, the mayor of Belfast 
and adds incidentally that the chief magis- 
trate of Belfast throughout his year of office 
is never designated by any other title than 
sovereign. He also states that at the top 
of all his playbills he was obliged to put, 
By permission of the sovereign of Bel- 
fast.” 3 

This title has never been abol'shed by law, 
and, alihough the government ng longer em- 
ploys it in its communications with munici- 
pal digmitaries of any kind in Ireland, and 
in many places it has fallen into disuse, yet 
it still exists, and possibly. may be heard of 
once more if Ulster offers resistance to Irish 
home rule—possibly under the direction of 
the govereign of Belfast,

Sweden's crown prince, who, by the way, 
ig a son-in-law of the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, has just emerged victortous from 
an encounier with the Swedish cabinet in a 
manner that has won for him a considerable 
amount of popularity among his future n- 
jects. | 

It seems that some weeks ago Sven: Hedin, 
the celebrated Swedish explorer of Central 
Asia, when admins with the officers’ mess of 
the Dal regiment at Falun. delivered a speech 
in which he emphasiged the neceesity for the 
increase and development of the defenses of 
the kingdom, referring, without mentioning 
any fore u country, „the perils by which 
Sweden was threatened, and point! ng out 
that peace is best maintained by preparing 
for war. He aleo in a most eloquent manner 


portrayed the military glories of Sweden's 
history of the sixteenth, seventeenth, and 
eighteenth centuries. 

Although the entertainment in question 
was in no sense a public one, the tenor of 
the speech became known, creating an out- 
cry among the anti-militarists and Socialists, 
and resulted in the civilian minister of war 
dispatching an order to the commanding 
general of the Falun district-to severely 
reprimand the officers for listening to Sven 
Hedin's speech, which the minister con- 
demned, although he knew its tenor only by 
hearsay, and had had no verbatim or ever 
detailed report thereof. 

Unfortunately for the minister, he had pre- 
fixed to his signature of the document the 
words: “By royal comm Now, it ts 
expressly stipulated by the constitution that 
these words can only be used in the case of 
an order of the sovereign determined upon in 
council, with the latter's consent and by his 
directions. The crown prince, therefore, iy 


his capacity as regent during the illness of 


his father, cajled upon the minister of war 
to explain how he had dared to send‘a mes- 
sage in the name of the sovere! gn, and of 
the council of ministens, which had never 
been authorised either by himself or by the 
council 

The minister of war threatened to resign, 
which, the crown prince informed him, he 
was at perfect liberty to do if he-wished: 
thereupon dismissing him from his pres- 
ence, The minister invoked the support of 
Premier Staaff; who considered it necessary 
to declaire that If the head of the war depart- 
ment withdrew from the administration, the 
entire cabinet would have to resign. 

As the regent did not with to disturb the 
convalescence! of the king by a change of 
cabinet and a general election, he refrained, 
wholly on that account, from accepting the 
resignation of the Staaff cabinet and from 
dismissing the minister of war. But he is- 
sued, as reget, a public announcement that 
the order of the minister of war, repr'mand- 
ing the officers of the Dal regiment, had not 
received the royal sanction in council, 
despite its phraseology; while the minister 
himself was forced by Him to lesue in his 
turn a public admission that the reprimand 
must not be regarded asa government act. 

Needless to add, the position of the cab- 
inet is severely shaken by this episode, 
and that its days are regarded as numbered. 
Inaeed, it 18 understood that now that the 
king is about ito resume the reins of govern- 
ment on his recovery, an appeal will be made 
to the country and a general election will 
take place 

Meanwhile the prestige and popularity of 
the crown prince have enormously increased 
throughout the land.. While the recent ill 
ness of King Gustav ‘ig to be regreited, it 
has had its good side, in that it has enabled 
his oldest son during ‘his, the king’s, life- 
time, to obtain a practical experience of the 
cuties, the labors, and the res ponsibilities 
of sovere'gnty. King Gustav himself en- 
Joyed similar educational advantages dur- 
ing the many terms of regency which he 
filled out during the severe ilinesses which 
periodically interrupted the long reign of his 
faiher, King Oscar. 

King Edward VII. came to the throne with 
so Üttle knowledge of the actual work of 
ruling the British empire. that he was dur- 
ing the first months of his reign obliged to 
constantly refer to and consult his youngest 
sister, Princess Hey of Battenberg, who 
had been her mother’s confidant. In the

OUR heart will, perhaps, be heavy for 

Gwendolyn, the’ Poor Little Rich Girl, as 

the play begins. At first she has a mild 

Suggestion of Little Eva about her, with 

the meticulous sirup of stage sweetness 
somewhat cloying ‘the sympathies. But as her 
woes cluster you join the others around you in 
their melting mood. She wishes to go to day 
school, and her’ governess and teachers grow 
cross with her.

Patient with it all, she suffers 
prettily, though it is her birthday, and revolts 
only enough to have a gay. frolic with the 
plumber and.an organ grinder, called in from the 
street. Her mother, it should be known, is a 
social aspirant (her friends call her “ bour- 
geois ) And her father is busy with the market, 
depending, it seems, on newspaper extras for in- 
formation thereof.

These proceedings are grouped. on the play-" 


bill under the caption, Bitter Fact.” Dear- 
est Fancy“ ensues, for the nurse and the First 
Footman ply Gwendolyn with a sleeping 
draft, sending her off into a post impres- 
sionistic delirium, full of “tears and tortures 
and the touch of joy.” It is in this section 
of the play that the author permits her evan- 
gelistic imagination to run, like the ostrich, if 
not to soar. By an ingenious blending of fact 
and fantasy we aré allowed to join with Gwen- 
dolyn in the observation of the insubstantial 
pageant which forms her dream. 

Some of it is quite persuasive, too, indicating a 
sedulous consultation of the authorities by Miss 
Eleanor Gates. Small phrases as “the kine’s 
English". become personified and whirl- through 
lier brain, and the characteristics of those about 
her assume a dominance in’their physical being. 
Her father appears in clothing covered with dol- 
lar signs; her mother comes and goes with a 
society bee buzzing in her bonnet: her nurse is 
equipped with two faces and her governess with 
a hiss and a snaky gown.

All, however, is not acid in this whirring 
fantasm, for Miss Gates refrain® now and 
then, from her criticism of life and allows 
an enlivening: flash of comedy. One of the 
amusing bits of this sort is the delightful 
battle between the king’s English and the 
footman wherein the ungrammatical servant 
slays his opponent with a. knout of “I -seens”

Condition Above Normal. 

The three physicians, one of whom was 
familiar with Mrs, Mey’s condition before, 
she began her treatment with Freeman, 
spent five hours in the post-mortem. Ther 
found her condition, with the exception of 
the cancer of the kidneys and three blood 
clots on the brain, was better than nermal. 
No symptoms which invariably accompany 
kidney trouble could be found. They believe 
she absorbed poison from the salve. A chem 
ical analysis will be made to determine what 
poison was in the kidneys: 

Dr. A. B. Connor of Wheaton said death 
probably was not due to the poison. 

“I can’t eee how she could die so suddenly 
from internal poisoning. The blood clots 
probably were formed by the coagulation o 
blood by the salve, They were then carried 
into the arteries. Two arteries were plugged - 
up. 50 

The other physician—Dr. Richard B. o.

Come Here for Analysis. 

Pr. Oleson will send the kidneys to Chie 
cago for chemical analysis,” said Dr. Con- 
nor.

Plans to Curb Questionable Deals 
by Officials of Corpo- 
rations, 


The New York stock exchange yesterday 


appointed Eugene Meyer Jr., H. E. Noble, 


Willis D. Wood, James H. Jenkins, and W. 
T. Floyd a protection committee in ac- 
cordance with the resolution adopted by the 
exchange on Nov. 26 to consider what meas- 
ures should be taken to protect the investing 
public in the mattef of the promotion of cor- 


porations. 


This is the most important step taken by 
the exchange in a number of years. It is im- 
portant both because of what the committee | ° 


i expected to concern itself with and also be- 
cause of the fact that the action is taken vol 


untarily by the exchange. It is understood to 


mean an effort by the exchange to improve 
its standing in general public esteem. 
The scope of the committee's activity has 


not been announced, but in substance it is un- 
derstood to involve inquiries*of companies | 
whose stocks are sought to be listed, which 


shall develop the relation between the pro- 
moters and the stockholders, and especially 
the treasury of the company, the priée paid 
for acquisitions, to whom paid, end the 
profits, if any, derived either properly or im- 
properly. 


Will Curb Corporation Officials. 
The committee's activity is expected to 
mean a halt in the practice of the president 
of a company or prominent interest in the 
"game purchasing at one price as an indi- 
vidual a plant or property and as an indi- 
vidual selling it to himself as prcsident or 
officer of the company at another price. 
, This covers practices, some of which have 
‘recently been disclosed and others which 
remain concealed in railroad and industrial 
promotions. Deals such as ere carried off 
in the Frisco company and the Hartford and 
New Haven are aimed at. In the new crop 
of public utilities the same practices have 
obtained to the advantage of the officers and 
the disadvantage of investors who have pur- 
chased the manufactured securities. 
The New York stock exchange is in a way 
following the lead of state public service com- 
missions. The investigations of the exchange 
4 will strike at the big corporations seeking to 
list their securities while state public service 
commissions under recent enactments are 
getting at the evil of the appraisal of assets 
by the seller of the securities floated against 
them.
